RYAN SUSTAINED. 


THE CHIEF OF THE FIRE DEPART- 
MENT UPHELD, 


——_— — 


The Charges 4 gainst Chief Ryan of the Fire Depart- 
ment Investigated by the Ganeral Council—an 
interesting Lot of Testimony —The Chief 
Sustained andto be Left in Offize. 


At 7:50 o’clock last night, the hour appoint- 
ed for the trial of Mr. Mat Ryan, a large and 
anxious audience assembled at the council 
chamber to hear the trial of the charges pre- 
ferred against him about a week ago, namely: 
That he was too drunk to attend the Leyden- 
house fire on foot, and had to be carried 
there in a buggy. That he used 
language unbecoming the chief 
of the fire department fon that occasion, and 
that he refused to render assistance during 
the progress of the James bank block fire to 
Fuller & Son, whose house was discovered to 
be on fire, when he could have easily done so, 
ete. 

The council was called to order by Mayor 
Hillyer. Aldermen Mecaslin, Stockdell, 
Cooper, Gramling, and Hutchison, and 
Councilmen McAfee, Middlebrooks, Kutz, 
Mangum, Beatie, Mickleberry, May, Van 
Winkle and Mahoney answered to roll call. 

Mayor Hillyer stated that the object of the 
meeting was to try Chief Ryan. 

The charges were then read by Mr. Gold- 
smith, the clerk. 

Mayor Hillyer asked: 
proceed with the trial?’ 

Assistant Attorney 
Witnesses are ready.” 

Mr. Haygood asked the body if it would not 
be best to decide whether the nature of the 
charge of the accused would come under the 
head of impeachment. 

Alderman Cooper moved that the body ba 
governed by the samerules that govern trials 
in the superior court, which was agreed to. 

HEARING THE TESTIMONY. 

The witnesses were then sworn in by City 
Attorney Angier. 

Ihe first witness introduced for the prosecu- 
tion was Mr. W. 0. Jones. Hesaid: “I saw 
Mr. Ryan the night of the Leyden-house fire. 
Hie was in front of my atable wh onthe fire 
alarm was ftoanded. Wetcokadri: «together. 
lie was, already under the iniiuence of 
whisky.” 

‘‘To what extent,’’ asked Mr. Martin, coun- 
sel for the defense. 

Mr. Jones—“I do not know, sir, beyond tho 
fact that he staggered when down 
stairs with meto go to the fire.’ 

Mr. Martin—‘About how much whisky de 
vou think he had taken?” 

Mr. Jones: “He might have taken a quart 
end he might have drank a barrel. I don’t 
think he took more than two drinks while in 
my room. The truth is, ] was endeavoring to 
ecil the fire department a horse, and thought 
if 1 could get Mr. Ryan im my room and give 
bima few drinks of whisky 1 could best ac- 
complish that end.” 

Attorney Angier: “Have you not been ap 
proached to-dey by Mr. Ryan or his friends 
and asked to be out of the city when this trial 
came of), or have you not been offered a con- 
sideration toremain away to-night?” 

Mr. Jones seemed reluctant to answer this 
question, and Mr. Martin objected to its being 
answered, but the mayor finally decided that 
it would be in order for Mr. Jones to answer. 

Mr, Jones said: “I was approached by 
some parties to-day and asked toremain away 
from the trial, but I prefer not to give the 
names of the parties.” 

RIDING TO THE FIRE. 

Attorney Angier—*Where were you, 
Jones, when the fire alarm was sounded?” 

Mr. Jones—‘Mr. Ryin and I were in my 
room over my livery stable on Loyd street. I 
thought he was too drunk towalk to. the fire, 
and hence | volunteered to carry him in a 
buggy.”

and told them that the storehouse of H. A. 
Fuller & Son was on fire, and that I wanted 
assistance. The firemen told me to go 
to the went the chief, 
told him who I Was, and 
asked him for the use of a ladder. He an- 
swered me in a very loud tone of voice,‘ W hat— 
what is the matter with you,’ which nearly 
took my breath. I told him the storehouse of 
Fuller & Son was on fire, and that I wanted 
bis men to assist me. He replied very ab- 
ruptly that if 1 wanted a ladder I could get it 
myself. Mr. Williamson, our bookkeeper,and | 
carried the ladder ourselves. When we ar- 
rived at the store the fire was falling through 
the dry roof, and the building was in great 
danger. We put the fire out ourselves.” 

Mr. M. C. Gallerchatt, ex-member of the 
fire department, was next on deck. Hesaid: 
‘‘T was once a member of the fire department, 
end know Mr. Ryan. When sober he is a 
clever, courteous gentleman, but when under 
the influence of whisky he is very abrupt and 
insulting. I was in the service of the fire de- 

artment about eighteen months, and saw 
1im under the influence of whisky, or tight, a 
good many times during this period.” 
WAS HE EVER TOO DRUNK TO WORK. 

The counsel for Mr. Ryan asked Mr. Galler- 
chatt if he bad ever known Mr. Ryan to be iu 
such a condition as to be incompetent to dis- 
charge his duties as chief at a fire. He re- 
plied: , 

“At Jack's fire, on Sunday morning, some 
iime ago, Mr. Ryan was present and did some 
gocd work. But later in the day another 
alarin was sounded. On this occasion Mr. 
Ryan was under the influence of whisky and 
did not reach the place of the fire until it had 
been extinguished.” 

Mr. Martin—“Mr. Gallerchatt, were you not 


suspended from the fire department by Mr. | 


Ryen?’’s 

"Mr. Gallerchatt—“ Yes, sir. I was suspended 
fcr one day. It was because I bad worked 
herd all day cleaning brick, and was quite 
hungry, and walked off to my supper at 6 
o’clock without permission. ‘For this Mr. 
Ryan suspended me indefinitely, but I was 
taken back the next day.” 

Mr. A. M. Anderson next testified: “TI 
bave beeu connected with the fre department 
in the capacity of plugman. I know Mr, 
Ryan. When he is sober he isa very clever 
gentleman, but when drunk is the reverse. “I 
have seen him under the influence of whisky 
often.” 

Here the testimony for the prosecution 
closed. : 

EVIDENCE FOR THE DEFENSE. 

A number of witnesses for the defense were 
putup. The first was Mr. M.C. Kiser. He 
eeid: 

“J wes at the Leyden fire. I saw Chief 
Ryan. It was reported to me thet he was 
drunk. I saw him and esked him if he could 
eave the house. | tried to get him close to me 
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to see if he was drunk. I got within three 
feet of him to smell his breath. I could not 
smell liquor. He did not 
think he was not 

the fire was well managed. 
It was Colonel Maddox who came tome and 
said that he heard Chief Ryan was drunk. I 
saw Mr. Richards. He was talking about 
taking the plank off his new house. Chief 
Ryan was actively engaged in the work. Le 
was not directing, but working himself. He 
took a good deal of risk, at the front piazza, I 
think. I have not taken a dropof liquor in 
twelve months, and if Mr. Ryan had been 
drinking I would have smelt it.” 

W. W. Haskell said: ‘While the fire was 
going on I met Mr. Ryan in front of the build- 
ing and talked tohim. J smelled no liquor. 
He acted soberly. After the fire I talked to 
him a good while and I am satisfied

Mr. John Il. James said: “I was present 
during the progress of the recent fire in my 
block.” Here the witness described the ex- 
tent of the fire and said: “‘l was there from 3 
to 5:50 o’clock, I saw a few idle firemen near 
the end of the work. I think the fire was 
managed excellently. I saw Chief Ryan 
all the time and I think he 
was sober all the time. He conducted himself 
as a sober man.” 

Mr. A. F. Pickert said: “I was present at 
the Leyden house fire. I was living in that 
house. I saw Chief Ryan there several times 
between 7:45 and ¥ o’clock. He was not in- 
toxicated. That fire began about 7 o’clock.

Mr. A. J. Mickleberry, Captain Ed Cox, 
Andy Boaz, and a half dozen tiremen, testified 
to Chief Ryan being sober and eflicient at both 
fires. 

Major J. W. Baum eaid: “I have been con- 
nected with the Chicago and St. Louis fire 
departments. I was present at the James- 
bank block fire, and I think the fire was re- 
markably well managed.” 

C. li. Robinson, of the telephone system, 
eaid: ‘I was at the James fire. I was in Mr. 
Knapp’s oflice. We were preying on James 
bank building until ordered by Chief 
Ryan to play on the Mer- 
chants’ bank and Fuller’ building, 
We kept the stream there quite awhile, It was 
about four o’clock when we turned the stream 
on 

THE FULLER BUILDING, 

I was at the Leyden house fire and saw Mr, 
Ryan. HeWwas sober. I have been in the fire 
department in New York, Rochester, Syracuse 
and the west. I think the Leyden house fire 
was well managed, Iknow the James fire 
was the best managed I ever saw. I think 
Mr. Ryan one of the best chiefs I ever saw.” 

CHIEF RYAN’S STATEMENT. 

Chief Ryan started his statement by telling 
where he was on the evening of the Leyden 
house fire, but was interrupted by the city at- 
torney who wanted him put under oath. 
Chief Ryan’s attorney objected, alleging that 
the trial was the same as 
a criminal prosecution. The 
objection was sustained, and the chief went on 
with his statement. It was substantially the 
same as the evidence for the defense. He de- 
nied haying been drunk on either occasion. 

At the conclusion of the statement the attor- 
neys declined to argue’ 

Alderman Cooper moved an adjournment 
for twenty-four hours. The motion was lost. 

Alderman Mecaslin moved the charges 
be dismissed. Lost. 

Courcilman McAfee wanted a 
eion, but it was voted down. 

Alderman Cooper moved that the specifica- 
tions be voted on separately. Carried.

The chair declared the accused not guilty. 

On ihe second specification, using abusive 
languege to Captain English, the ayes were 
Gremling, Middlebrooks, Beatie and May, 4, 
the other ten members voting nay.

On the third charge, refusing to lend a lad- 
der and to assist Fuller & Son, the ayes were 
Cooper and Gramling, 2, the nays being the 
remaining twelve. 

On the tourth charge, general negligence, 
every member voted nay, and the y ad- 
journed. Sotbhat Mr. Ryan was fully acquit- 
ted.
